genda Item  6 – Signing & Striping Standards and Policies

Eric Iwersen presented an update of the status of the project. The bridge will be
at approximately the Hardy Drive alignment.  It will be non-motorized and link the north and south banks of the 
Town Lake. Construction is anticipated to begin in summer 2008 and continue for one year.  The committee 
questioned the exact location of the bridge; from the engineering drawings it appears the bridge will be slightl
of the dam.  The committee also raised a concern about maintaining public access to the bridge at all times and not 
having it closed for private events, like what happens at Tempe Beach Park.
